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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The 1 1 2 written description rejection given in section 1 of the detailed portion of 
the office action mailed 5 September 2008 is withdrawn in view of applicant's removal of 
the unsupported subject matter in the claim amendments filed 05 March 2009. 

2. Claim 1 1 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

The claim appears to duplicate the film thickness limitations of claim 1 . 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Barringer (U.S. 5,891,295). 

See Figure 1 and the abstract. The device is taken as being capable of holding a 
fuel cell membrane. 
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5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 4-9 and 1 1 and 28-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Barringer et al (U.S. 5,891 ,295). 

Barringer et al. teaches a frame that can hold a membrane by the use of adhesive 
(col. 3, lines 30-55). The instant invention claims the use of fasteners, vacuum and 
magnetic force to hold the membrane to the frame. Substitution of any of these known 
alternative holding mechanisms that are used in work holders, is taken as being within 
the ordinary skill of the art. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 05 March 2009 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

As a matter of claim construction the examiner constructs the gasket and the 
electrode of claim 1 and the thin film and mounting component of claim 26 as being 
intended uses and not explicit limitations of the noted claims. There is no reason that a 
film could not have an aperture formed before mounting on the support frame of 
Barringer et al. and/or have any cut edge consolidated so that it will not tear. Also as 
noted previously there is no requirement that Barringer be required to apply tension to 
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the membrane. Thus the support frame of Barringer et al. is taken as being able to 
function in the intended use of applicant. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
